EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 10 
directed to a non-elected invention without traverse. Accordingly, claim 10 has been 
cancelled.

In the claims 

Claim 10 has been canceled. 

In claim 9, line 1 , "," has been changed to -comprising--; 
line 2, "which is obtainable by using" has been deleted; and 
line 2, "for a liquid crystal display" has been deleted. 
In claim 19, line 1, "," has been changed to -comprising--; 
line 2, "which is obtainable by using" has been deleted; and 
line 2, "for a liquid crystal display" has been deleted. 
In claim 20, line 1 , "," has been changed to -comprising-; 
line 2, "which is obtainable by using" has been deleted; and 
line 2, "for a liquid crystal display" has been deleted. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowed over the prior art of record because none of the prior art 
discloses or suggests a spacer wherein a contact angle A1 of water on the spacer, 
measured at 25 degree C when said spacer is annealed at a temperature of an 
annealing temperature Tl or higher in fabricating a liquid crystal display for 1 hour or 
more and then cooled, and a contact angle B of water on the spacer, measured at 25 
degree C without annealing the spacer, satisfying the relationship of the following 
equation: A1-B>= 1 degree. Claims 2, 5-9, 11, 14 and 17-19 are also allowed since they 
depend on claim 1 or require all the limitations of claim 1 . 

Claim 3 is allowed over the prior art of record because none of the prior art 
discloses or suggests a spacer wherein a contact angle A2 of water on the spacer, 
measured at 25 degree C when said spacer is annealed at a temperature of a glass 
transition temperature T2 or higher of said polymer and then cooled, and a contact 
angle B of water on the spacer, measured at 25 degree C without annealing the spacer, 
satisfying the relationship of the following equation: A2-B>= 8 degrees. Claims 4, 1 2, 
13, 15, 16 and 20 are also allowed since they depend on claim 3 or require all the 
limitations of claim 3. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Utsumi et al disclose spacers having predetermined contact angles with the liquid 
crystal molecules for reducing light leakage around the spacers.
